Arona letter has ‘been addresaéd by the 
Shanghai Chamber of Commerce to the 
Ministers of the. Treaty Powers, calling 
attentiGn to the. gradual deterioration of 
the navigable channels of. the Wangpu, 
and -urging -the Ministers to inipress 
be the Tsung-li Yamen the importance 
of organising without delay a Board of 
Conservators, The Woosung Bar is an 
od grievance, now worn thoroughly 
threadbare, but, in regard to the progress 
of the silting up in the reaches of the river 
off the Settlement, some rather significant 
facts are referred to in the letter. Facts, 
the letter states, appear to justify the 
existing popular apprehension that the 
narrowing and shallowing of the river 
which hag taken place during the laat 
fifteen years, and which it is believed has 
been the result of preventible causes, will, 
if unchecked, eventually render Shanghai 
inaccegsible from the sea to vessels of 
heavy draught, These facts are enumer- 
ated in the letter as follows:— - i 


Observations recorded in 1872, with regard 
to the breadth of the river, showed that where 
the Shanghai Steam Navigation Company's 
iron godowns stand on the loft bank, there 
were formerly fourtean to. fifteen’ feet of 
Water, and .that four himitred feet further 
out, where at an earlier period there had 
been twenty-three to twenty-four feet at low 
tide, in 1672 there were only fifteon feot, a 
bank having formed about 1,000 feot long ; 
while on the opposite shore the Pootung bank 
at Jardine’s wharf had advanced three hun- 
dred feet into the river, and-at Muirhead’s 
etty, lower. down, the depth had decreased
